Christmas Packages for Men 
Abroad Limited in Size; How 
to Pack and Address Them. 


— ee + 


In preparation for the rush of 


Christmas gifts to the American sol- 
diers in Europe, the War Depart- 
ment and the express companies 
have formulated regulations to gov- 
ern the transportation of such pack- 
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; 
; 
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ages, one of the iron-clad rules be- 
ing that no intoxicants must be sent. 

All boxes shipped by express must 
be limited to 20 pounds in weight, 
and measure not more than two cu- 
bie feet in volume. They must be of 
wood, well strapped, and must have 
a hinged or screw top to facilitate 
opening for inspection, and they 
must be conspicuously marked: 
“Christmas Box.” 

Address in the Center. 

The address, in the center of one 
side of tho box, must include the sol- 
dier’'s name, his company and regi- 


ment designations and the words 
“American Expeditionary Forces.” 


Under this must be written: “In care 
Commanding General, Hoboken, N. 
PB 

The name and address of the 
gender must be placed in the upper 
left-hand corner and a description 
of the contents of the box in the 
lower Ieft hand corner. The ad- 
dress should be written or printed in 
ink. 

Boxes, should be prepaid to Ho- 
boken, from which point the Gov- 
ernment will send them to l[urope 
free. This special arrangement does 
not apply to the Ited Cross, Y. M. C. 
A., Knights of Columbus or other or- 
ganizations outside the army. 

Packages Must Be Small. 

Perishable articles should not be 
sent: Besides intoxicants, the regu- 
lations also forbid the sending of 
polsona, inflammable materials, in- 
cluding fri¢tion matches and explo- 
gives. Botause of the demand for 
transportation space, the senders are 
asked to make their packages as 
small as possible, ferably not 
more than 10 pounds. 

Shipment of Christmas packages 
will begin at once and no 0»boxcs 
which reach Hoboken after Dec. 5 
will be sent to Europe. 

In addition to the address it is 
permissible to write on the box la- 
bels- such words as “Merry Christ- 
mas,” “Happy New Year,” “Please 
Do Not Open Until Christmas,” and 
“With Best Wishes.”

It is inconceivable that the United 
States would aave abandoned its his- 
toric role of protector gf China’s in- 
tegrity, without privity on the part of 
Great Britain, France and Italy, and 
without a consideration commensur- 
ate with so striking a change in pol- 
icy. What this consideration is does 
not appear to be fully disclosed. 

The agreement does contain, it is 
true, a declaration to the effect that 
neither state nas any desire to dis- 
criminate against the trade of other 
nations or to disregard their treaty 
rights; that ‘“‘tney always adhere to 
the principle of the so-called open 
door or equal opportunity;” and that 
they have no purpose to infringe in 
any way the independence or terri- 
torial integrity of China; but all of 
these assurances are plainly and 
necessarily limited by the preceding

LONDON, Nov. 10.—The British | 
'War Office communication on the sit-
